Cuban Petroleum Industry 


Cuba currently consumes about 7.0 million tons of 
petroleum annually. Virtually all of its requirements 

must be imported -- some 4 5 million tons of Suna to 

be processed Locally and about 2.5 million tons in 

product form, ‘(tale 1). All of the crude imports and 
most of the praduet fnpovee are bought £rom the USSR, 

with the remainder coming from Rumania and Western Europe. 
Despite extensive exploration, domestic production of crude 
remains small. Output in 1972 fell to an estimated 100,000 
metric tons, some 50% below the 1969 peak. “(pable 2); 

In an effort to meet growing demand, Cuba is currently 
expanding its annual.refining capacity from about 4.2 million 
tons to 6.1 million tons. The Havana facility ne the island's 
laggest ~~ is undergoing a 40% expansion to souEO we aneely 4.2 
million tons. The Santiago de Cuba refinery -- Cuba's other 
major refinery -- is being. nearly doubled in size to 1.8 
million tons. Storage facilities are also being enlarged at 
both sites. In addition, the aay installation at Cabaiguan 
is reportedly being expanded by 60% to slightly over 150,000 


tons.
